On Apni 20, Scientists, philosophers, stu 
dents and faculty will take part in a discus 
sion of “The Uranua Book” at the Sacra- 
mento Public Library at 6:45 p.m 

“The Urantia Book” is a religious book 
that takes a different aspect of looking at 
God. The book looks to how science, phi- 
losophy and religion all are related to the 
secrets of the universe 

“The book doesn’t have any particular 
religions but more underlying religious doc- 
tnines,”’ Larry Watkins, organizer of the dis 
cussion, said 

According to Watkins the book is a new 
way to look at religion and God through 
scienufic and philosophic ways 

Created in 1934, “The Urantia Book” dis- 
cussion will feature people who have been 
involved with the book for a number of years 
These people will then discuss the different 
parts of the book and what it means to them 

Watkins deems the discussion as an “in 
troducuion” to logically thinking about reli- 
gion and the ways of life 

The 2,097 page book raises questions 
like, “Is courage-—strength or choice- 
desirable?
